suit he looked fresh and vigorous an 
very little like a murderer. In answe 
to a question by the writer he said 
'1 slept well lust night." 
- At 12:20 the attending minister en 
gaged in religious services, in which h 
manifested some interest. These ser 
vices continued until 12:30 and wcr 
held in the dining-room of the jail. 


At 12:50 the condemned man wa 


led from the jail, and passing ihroug! 
the dining room was led to the gallows 
The Rev. Mr. Martin preceded him 
He walked alone, and was followed b 
Deputy Gregory and Jailer Lister 
Deputy Gregory read the death war 
rant and asked him if he had anything 
to say why sentence should not be per 
formed. 
In a low tone he said : 


have all the time said I didn't do it 
and I never did." The minister then 
made a prayer in German, condudin; 
with the Lord's prayer. 


At 12:55 he took his position on the 


trap and Jailer Lister bound bis bands 
while Deputy Gregory bound his feet 
then adjusted the rope around his necl 
in the usual manner, and at 12:58, Chi 
cago time, the trap-door fell.

Traveler : I will tell you the way I look 
at this whole matter of handling the 
public debt. 
We have got $682,000,- 


000 of indebtedness to provide for, and 
we have got a very popular band in the 
4 per cent, bond, — a bond which is tak- 
en up not only readily but eagerly by 
investor*, and which sells at 112. Now, 
1 dare say that to place 1600,000,000 
of them on the market would have the 
effect of depressing them somewhat. I 
dare say they might go down to 110. 
Now, what does that mean t 
Why, it 


means that we can sell $600,000,00"o of 
4 per cents for $660,000,000, and thus 
wipe out $60,000,000 of the public debt 
as with a stroke of the pen. The ten 
per cent, premium gives us $30,000,000 
margin, which will cancel so much of 
the debt forever, lifting it right off the 
shoulders of the people. Suppose, on 
the other hand, that you issue a 3 per 
cent, bond and can only float it at 95. 
Then you would have to issue more 
bonds to cover the deficiency, and you 
have not really a loan of 3 per cent, at 
all, while you hare lowered the public 
credit. One other thing occuis to me : 
It is a positive hardship on a large class 
to insist on the 3 per cent, rates. 
I 


refer to the large class of investors who 
are compelled as trustees to invest in 
Government bonds. They cannot put 
their money elsewhere, no matter how 
low the rate is. The money they hold 
is that of widows and minors, and of 
educational and benevolent institutions. 
It presses upon them with a peculiar 
hardship to be forced to accept this 3 
per cent. rate. The public credit stands 
high now, and it is wisdom to keep it 
so by giving the treasury a discretion 
that will enable it to command sub- 
scriptions readily and soil the bonds at 
a premium.

WM. 


The officers for the first year were: Mrs. 


H. C. Johns, president; Mrs. Lockwood, 
vice president; Mrs. J. A. Close, treasurer; 
Mrs. James MilliKin, secretary. 


With these ladies were associated Dr. 


lohns. Dr. W. A. Barnes and Mayor E. 
O. Smith. The first permanent place of 
meeting was in Odd Fellows' Hall, over 
Millikin & Odor's Bauk. The Uall being 
rather difficult of access, by invitation of 
till. S. F. Greer, the society met at her 
rouse from January IT, 1863, until the 
38th of tbe next mouth, using the base- 
ment of the Presbyterian Church for ator- 
og articles.
